Most Successful Concern, He 
Declares, Is That. Which 
Lessens People’s Troubles. 


KE. G. Cowdery, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Laclede Gaslight 
Co. has returned from Milwaukee, where, 
at the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Gaslight Association, composed of 
the executives of practically all the gas 
companies of America, he delivered an 
address, in the course of which he ad- 
vocated publicity as the best means of 
public service corporations winning the 
confidence and support of the public. 

‘““My remarks expressed my individual 
judgment,” said Mr. Cowdery to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 

“The great prejudice against corpora- 
tions, and we might go further and 
say, tmnonopolies, is due, I believe, in a 
large measure to the fact that the 
management of. such corporations hide 
their affairs from the public. An ele- 
ment of mystery surrounds their opera- 
tions. The average citizen gets the no-

Corporations 
are creatures of the State, subject to 
the laws of the State, Ike the individual 
and they are dependent to a large ex- 
tent on the discretion of a tolerant pub- 
lic. 

“This is particularly true of gas com- 
panies.’ I may take our own case, for 
example. The Laclede Gas Light Co. 
is a monopoly. No other company could 
ifford to come in here and. compete 
against it. Yet regardless of the fact 
that its monopoly of the gas trede in 
St. Lowis is leralized it has certain ob- 
ligations to discharge. It must remem-

“Contrary to popular superstition,” 
said Mr. Cowdery, “‘the gas company 
has nothing to do with a meter. Its in- 
spector 1ecords the volume of gas used 
from the figures on the face of the 
meter. Anyone can check him up on 
that. 

“Two years ago Mr. CarteF, supervisor 
of municipal lighting, directed, my at- 
tention to an ordinance providing for 
inspection of gas meters by the city. It 
ap ears the ordinance was an old one 
and had not been enforced because no 
ippropriation had been made to defray 
the cost. 

“At the time we had just started to 
remove our old meters and were putting 
in new ones. | was glad of the oppor- 
tunity suggested by Mr. Carter, and told 
him we would be glad to have him in- 
enect all of our meters, 

“The Municinal A-ssergésly passed an 
ordinance ampropritating $12,000 for the 
expenses incident to the Inspection 
and Mr. Carter avnointed inspectors and 
established a workshop near our con- 
struction oviant. There the inspectors 
have been at work, under municipal 
susvices ever since. They have ex- 
amined 156,000 of the 160,000 meters in St.
